T7iuted States, first deciding on his arrival 
in New York harbor that the place for 
monament such as he contemplated should be 
there at the portal of the republic. In 1874 
the idea had taken sufScient shape to be pub- 
licly announced, and a committee was formed 
nnder the name of the French-American 
uxiion to undertake the raising of subscrip- 
tions for the work. In 1876 a portion of the 
statue, the hand bearing the torch, was com 
pleted and sent to the Centennial exhibition 
at Philadelphia. In 1877 the act of congress 
accepting the statue as a gift from the French 
people was passed, and Bedloe's island, in 
New York harbor, was set ap^rt as the place 
for its reception. In 1883 the statue was com- 
pleted in Paris and work b ^ a n on the great 


BCoreB ia a measure the elaborate decor- 
ations of buildings, with which,the city 
has been beautified. 


The French and American flags are 
:flying from house tops and windows in 
every direction. Business is almost en- 
tirely suspended, the 
public schools 
closed and all New York will join in the 
celebration 
A handsome silk French 
flag was placed over the face of the 
statue, and at a word from President 
Gleveland it was drawn, unveiling the 
head of the Goddess. 1 he land parade, 
which moved out at 9 o'clock, included 
between 25,000 and 35,000 men. 
The 
head column reached the battery about 
noon. The navel parade started at 12:45 
p. m. 


The president reached Bodloes Island 
about 3 o'clock and the exercises com- 
menced as soon as he reached his seat. 


At 10 o'clock president Clevela id left 
Secretary Whitney's residence for the 
reviewing stand on Twenty fourth street 
and the procession followed, composed 
of 
the 
police, 
naval 
brigade, 
militia, 
French 
societies, governors 
and their staflFs, various civil societies. 
Grand Army posts, Kuighta of Pythias 
of Indiana, Odd Fellows and other or- 
ICanizatioDs. The president reached the 
viewing stand at 10:40, where was pre- 
sented to him members of the French 
del^ation. 
General Sheridan and staff 
was on the reviewing stand. 


A signal gun announced the beginning 
of the ceremonies. 
Prayer was offered 
by Bev. Dr. 
Bichard Stories, 
and 
Count DeLespes delivered an address in 
behalf of the France-American union. 


Senator Evaits made the presentation 
addreas. The ceremony of unve iling the 
Statue of Liberty was followed by a ea 
lute from all the guns in the harbor. 


President Cleveland formally accepted 
the statue and an address was then made 
by the representative of the republic of 
France, A. Lefaivre. 
Then Chauncy 
M. Depaw delivered the oomaxiiaor a- 
tive address. 
'«Old Hundred" was 
played by tl^ band and the assembly 
joined in the singing. 


The doxology ceremonies closed with 
benediction by Rt. Rev. Henry Potter, 
D. D., assistant bishop of the diocese of 
New York. 


A national salute was then fired sim- 
ultaneouly by all batteries in the harbor, 
afloat and ashore. 


was formally accepted by Mr. Morton, the 
United States minister to iVance, and in 
June, 1885, the whole statue was taken apart 
and brought in 210 cases on boai d the French 
vessel Isere to New York harbor. Since that 
time the work has been pushed forward as 
rapidly as possible to make ready for the un- 
veiling on Oct. 28, when visitors were pen 
mitted, for the first time, to inspect the woric 


AT LIBBRTT'S FOOT. 


Somewhat of an idea of the size of the col- 
ossal figure may be gained from the compari- 
son ma<ie by the artist in the accompanying 
accurate sketch. 
The links of the chain in 
the right of the picture are a portion of a 
broken shackle which Liberty has rent asun- 
der, and is now trampling on. 


From the darkened interior long lines 
of perforation may be seen in th^ copper 
sheathing which represent the unfilled rivet 
holes, and show what a tremendous amount 
of work remains to be done before the statue 
may be said to Ije complete. Such has been 
the haste with which the statue was put to- 
gether that only sufficient rivets were put in 
to hold the copper sheets in place. Up through 
this labyrinthian interior a nan-ow wooden 
stairway leads to the head, passing through 
the neck in a spiral. 


HISTOBICAII. 


It was in 1865 that Frederic Auguste Bar- 
tholdi, the now world famous sculptor, was 
dining with a number of men eminent in 
politics and letters at the home of the late 
M. Laboulaye, at Versaillas, France. 
The 
talk drifted to international relations—^the 
sentiment of the different countries for one 
another was discussed, when, coming to 
America, M. Laboulaj'e said: "That country 
has more symijathy for France than for any 
other Euroj^eau nation. This sentiment was 
based upon the remembrance of the com- 
munity of thought and of stxnggles sus- 
tained 
with 
common 
asjjirations. 
The 
Frenchmen wi«o fought in the United States 
spilled theu' blood for the principle.s that 
they hoped to see prevail in France and in 
the worid. The proof," he added, "is that 
in the United States they hold up to honor 
Lafayette and his volunteers as they revere 
the American heroes. 
No one there ever 
speaksof the treaty of Versailles, which made 
the United States what they are. On the 
other hand, every one I'et alls the names and 
deeds of the French soldiei-s. 
There," said 
Mr. Laboulaye, "is the basLs the senti- 
ments which are 
felt 
in 
the 
United 
States 
toward 
the 
French—an 
inde- 
structible 
lja.sis, a 
sentiinent 
honorable 
to the Amorican-s as to us, and if a monument 
were to be built in America as a memorial 
tx> 
their independence, I should think it very 
natural if it were built by united effort— 
a common woj-k of both nations." "Dur- 
ing the Franco-Fra-«ian war of 1870," said 
M. Baj-tholdi, "this conversation came back 
to me, and 1 thought at that time of the 
value of American sympathy during our 
scourging. 
After this war I again met M. 
Laboulaye. We talked once more of the senti- 
ments of the Unite<i States, when he said 
'You go see that country and projKise to our 
friends over there that we together erect a 
monument in remembrance of the ancient 
friendship of France and the United States.' " 
This is the origin of the Statue of Liberty, m 
related by the sculptor himself.

The head of the statue will hold comforta- 
I bly forty persons. The coronet in the hair 
; forms windows from which the ocean can be 
j plainly seen on a clear day. 
New York 
harbor, with its myriad craft of ail kinds and 
from all nations, lais as in a map underneath. 
The statue faces southeast, thereby turning 
hw back oil the state of New Jersey, and by 
a strange fate the nearest town in New Jersey 
immediately behind her i« named Lafayette. 


The pedestal was designed by Mr, Richard 
M. Hunt, and was built imder tlio iJin ction 
of Gen. Charles P. Stone, the oniinent engi- 
neer, to whom it will remain a inonuiiiont as 
•ubstancial as are the pyrajnifls uf Egypt. 
The top oi toe pedestal Is 149 feet 10 inchea 
above the level of the water. The founda- 
tion for the pedestal measures 90 feet square 
at the bottom and is 52 feet 10 inches high,and 
is the largest solid block of concrete in the 
world. The i^edestal proper is constinicted of 
granite, with a concrete backing. In the 
center of the pedestal is a shaft 27}^ feet 
square, around which a substantial iron stair- 
way leads to the statue. 


To i-each the torch from the head one is 
obliged to return by the spiral staii-s to a 
platform underneath the arm, from which an 
iron ladder penetrates through the iron truas- 
work up to the torch and balcony around i t 
The accompanying engrav- 
ing sliows better than any 
numljer of words can convey 
the internal constiniction of 
this most diiiicult portion of 
the engineering work of the 
statue. 
It will be readily 
seen by the most unscientific 
observer that the problem of 
holding the mass of iron and 
copper composing this aim 
and torch was an imusually 
difBcult ona 


THE STARES NR THE HEAD AND ARM. 


It is evident that the sculptor de««igned the 
figure and compelled the engineers to adapt 
ironwork to support it. If the arm had 
been carried in a more vertical line above the 
body it would have been riiuch easier to se- 
cure it. This was brought to the writer's at- 
tention on the occasion of his visit to the 
torch, He noticed that the arm swayed 
quite perceptibly in the slight wind that waa 
blowing. There was ft dark skinned, black 
$yfi work^mm puttf^ som« Mbifig touohw 


to the torch. As he looked like a Frenchman 
it was supposed that he could understand 
sufficient English to answer a question, so 
said: "I .suppose you came from Paris to as- 
sist in putting the statue together?" "Be- 
gorra, no." That settled the question of na- 
tionality, so I said more freely: "I should 
think you would have had some difficulty in 
deciphering the instructions in French on the 
different parts of the statuei" "They did sind 
a couple of frog aters across to show us how 
the stachew wint 
togither, but we soon 
found we knew a dom site more about it than 
they did, so they wint home. We got one 
three-square sheet of copiier left over, though, 
and none of us can tell whei'e it goes." 


Further questioning my "Frinch" friend, I 
learned that in a gale of wind the arm swung 
considerably, and with a knowing shake of 
the head he advanced the opinion that should 
a "tornady" ever st ike the statue they 
would likely have to go dredging for tUd 
torch in the waters of the bay. 


The design of the 
torch as a beacon 
has been retained 
by inserting in the 
copper torch thirty- 
s i X 
ojienings ten 
inches in diameter, 
as shown in illustra- 
tion; these openings 
a r e 
glazed 
with 
p l a t e glass, and 
within the torch are 
eight electric lights 
of 0,000 
c a n d l e 
power each. These 
lights will l>e the 
THE TORCH, 
first seen by a vessel approaching New York 
from the sea, and will be a valuable guide to 
the mariner. 


With the words of Bartholdi we close: 
"The statue was born for the place which in- 
spired its conception. 
May God l)e pleased 
to bless my work, and long may it reijiain as 
an emblem of freedom and a monument of 
the gfood will and friendship e.xisting between 
France and the United States of America " 


A BADWRECK! 


Dreadful Accident in which a Car Load 
of People are Killed or Burned. 


M I L W A U K E E , Wis., Oct. 28 —The lim- 
ited passenger train ou the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul road, which 
left here last night at 10 o'clock, was de- 
railed at Yocenu, and ran into and old 
stone quarry. 
One coach and three 
sleepers ivere wrecked and five or six 
persons killed. 
PhTsioians have left 
for the scene of the disaster. 


Assistant General Manager Turker 
says: "Our limited express ran into an 
open switch fifteen uxiles tbis side of 
Portage, Wis., last night. The baggage 
and mail coaches were demolished and 
so far as y^e know five people were 
killed. We do not know who they were. 
The mail caught fire and burned np. 
One Sleeper was destroyed by fire." 


B. Loembach, cf this city, was on the 
wrecked train. 
He says the derailed 
passenger coach contained between fif- 
teen and twenty persons.

All the bodies of the victims were 
burned in the wreck. 


Engineer Hankey, of a freight train, 
which was standing on a sidetrack and 
whose crew neglected to turn the switch 
for the passing mail train, is responsible 
for the accident and was so affected that 
he fled to the woods. 


Thirteen persons were pinned in the 
wreck and burned with it. Their names 
are not known.

never become a naturalized citizen of the 
United States. Publication of this state- 
ment has btiin delayed in order that 
thorough examination of the records 
might

leaf by leaf, and there is no entry nat 
uralizing Captain White, 
Two pro 
ceedings are necess ry to completely 
naturalize an alien and ma^e him a citi 
zen of the United States. 
One is to take 
out "first papers" as they are called and 
the rther is the full and final admission 
to citizenship, which latter must be 
done in rourt and entered of record. 


By section 2, «rtiele 1, of the consti 
tution of the United States, it is pro 
vided as follows: 


"No person shall be a representative 
who ehall not have attained to the aee 
of twenty-five years, and been seven 
years a citizen of the United States 
and who shall not, when elected, be an 
inhabitant of that state in Tvhich he 
shall be chosen." 


Captain White could only become a 
citizen of tl e United States by taking 
out his full naturalization papers, "sec 
Olid papers" as they are commonly 
o illed. 
This he has not done, as ap- 
pears by the records of this county. 


Naturalization papers admitting an 
alien to citizenship 
must not be con- 
founded or confused with "first papers 
or those declaring an intention to be- 
come a citizen. 
These, in Indiana 
allow one to vote, but do not make him 
a citizen. 
He must have been a citizen 
for seven pears in order to be eligible to 
a seat in Congress. 
He can only be 
made 
a 
full citizen 
by 
comply- 
ing fully with the law. 


The law upon the subject of naturali- 
zation as applicable to Captain White's 


C A s e is as follows (see Revised Statutes of 
the United States, 1878, p. 378. Revised 
Statutes of Indiana, section 5492: 


"Au alien may be admitted to become 
a citizen of the United States in the fol- 
lowing manner, and not otherwise: 


First. He shall declare on oath, be- 
fore a circuit or district court of the 
United States, or a district or sui reme 
court of the territories, or a court of 
record of any of the states having com- 
mon law jurisdiction, and a seal and 
clerk, two years at least, prior 
to his 
admission that it is bonajide, his inten- 
tion to become a citizen of the United 
States, 
and 
to 
renounce 
for- 
ever 
all 
allegiance 
and 
fidelity 
to 
every 
foreign 
prince, poten- 
tate state or sovereignty; and particu- 
larly by name to t'^e prince, potentate, 
or sovereignty of which he was before a 
citizen or subject; which proceedings 
shall be recorded by the clerk of the 
court." 


"Second. He shall, at the time of bis 
application to be admitted^ declare on 
oath before some one of che courts above 
specified, that be will support the con- 
stitution of the United Slates, and that 
he abf^olutely and entirely renounces 
and abjures all allegiance and fidelity to 
every foreign prince, potentate, state or 
sovereignty, and particularly by name 
to the prince, potentate, state or sov- 
ereignty of which he was before a citizen 
or subject; which proceedings shall be 
recorded by the clerk of the court." 


Captain White complied with the first 
provision above stated, but it does not 
appear that he has with the second. 
For admission to full citizenship the 
latter must be complied with. 


An exuminatipn of the records shows 
that on July 24, 1858, he "declared his 
intention." The following is the entry 
as it appears of record:

Not desiring to do Captain White an 
injustice, a reporter of 
T H E 
S K N T I N E L 
sought an interview with him to day 
before publishing the facts in order 
ascertain whether he had any papers in 
his possession to show that he had been 
naturalized. He promptly said that he 
bad not. It is due to him io say tbat 1 
asserted that he felt sure that he had 
taken out the necessary papers. 
That 
it was done in this county and not 
Kosciusko, where he had once lived anc 
where the records have also been care- 
fully searched. At the time of the inter- 
view the reporter had understood that 
the ( eclaration of intention was made 
in 
tbat 
county. 
This 
was 
an 
error 
on his parf. 
Captain White 
asserted that be had taken out final papers 
iu 1857 or 1858 and tbat his first papers 
were taken out so that he could vote tor 
Fremont in 1656. 
The records show 
that in this he was mistaken. 
He did 
not apply for his first papers until 1858 
two years after Fremont ran. Bo if he 
voted for Fremont he did so illegally, 
Neither could he hnve talen out final 
papers in 1857 or 1858, because that 
could not be done until two years had 
elapted, after taking first papers. 


It is altogether certain, that Captain 
White, like thousands of others, onlv 
took out his first paper? and as these al- 
lowed him to vote, paid no attention to 
and 
neglected 
full 
naturalization. 


The cap in doubtless remembers tak- 
ing out his first papers and that is all 
he did. 
He stated very frankly that it 
was a matter that he had not thought 
of nor given any attention. 


It will appear from the foregoing that 
Captain 
W bite is ineligible to hold a 
seat in congress and tbat a vote cast for 
him will be a vote thrown away. 
He 
cannot hold the office, Naturnlization can 
only be proven by the record of a court. 
The court must have acted. It can only do 
so by a record. 


It is too late for Captain WLite to act 
now, as shown above he must have been 
a fall citizen for seven years btfore be 
can be eligible as a candidafe for con- 
gress.
